THE memorial bench commemorat¬ 
ing murdered Faversham couple 
Terry and Vera Martin is attracting 
anti-social drinkers according to 
neighbours who would like the seat 
moved. 

The bench was relocated to the present site out¬ 
side the Phoenix pub from the centre of town by 
the town council, but the Abbey Street Residents' 
Association have asked whether it should be 
licensed like a pub. 

Amanda Mannering, secretary of the residents 
association, wrote: “The bench is causing concern 
to those who live at the top end of Abbey Street. 
This bench is in effect a free smoking and drink¬ 
ing bench for patrons of the pub and any other 
members of the public who may buy their drink 
elsewhere and want somewhere to sit and con¬ 
sume it. I’m writing to enquire whether a license 
is required to allow drinking on a public bench.” 

The seat was erected in memory of the Martins, 
who were murdered in their home by Brett 
Clifton two years ago. 

Relatives and friends wanted to remember the 
elderly couple, who used to be seen walking hand 
in hand around the town. 

Retiring Mayor of Faversham, Cllr Trevor 
Fentiman, said the town council moved the seat 
because it was the will of residents in Abbey 
Street. 

He said: “You just can’t please some people. 
Terry and Vera were well known people in the 
town and we want to remember them. 

“If you provide a seat the chances are people

Fury as wind 
farm comes 
out of Shell

PROTEST groups in 
Graveney have claimed oil 
giant Shell’s withdrawal 
from the London Array 
project at the beginning of 
the month shows the whole 
scheme is fundamentally 
flawed. 

In a statement, the Graveney 
Environmental Action Team, who 
have mounted a long-running protest 
against locating the array’s substa¬ 
tion in the village, questioned the 
economic stability of the entire plan 
to build the world’s largest wind farm 
12 miles off the north Kent coast. 

A Graveney Environmental Action 
Team spokesman said: “The fact that 
Shell has now decided to withdraw 
serves to highlight the questionable 
economics of the whole project. 

“At the moment this development 
simply leads to more uncertainty in 
Graveney and an extension of the 
period of limbo for those most closely 
affected, but should the project ulti¬ 
mately fail there will be much relief 
in the community.” 

Vicious 

The ultimate failure of the project 
could be close at hand as Shell’s for¬ 
mer partners in the London Array, 
E.ON, expressed their own concerns 
over its future. 

Yet Andrew Murfin, project direc¬ 
tor for London Array, said work 
would continue and Shell’s with¬ 
drawal would not spell the end for 
the massive project. 

He said: “As part of a review of proj¬ 
ects and investment choices, Shell 
has taken the strategic decision 
to look at disposing of its sharehold¬ 
ing in London Array. 

“Meanwhile, work on key aspects 
of the project is continuing.” 

Shell’s decision to pull out prompt¬ 
ed vicious criticism from the 
Government and environmentalists

alike. The company blamed rising 
costs, saying in a statement its outlay 
on the London Array had soared by 
45 per cent since work started. 

Faversham MP Hugh Robertson 
also criticised the decision, saying 
that hard won commitments to the 
local community in Graveney now 
looked uncertain. 

He said: “I am disappointed by 
Shell’s decision to sell their sharehold¬ 
ing in London Array It is clear that 
they have used their industrial mus¬ 
cle to obtain planning permission in 
order to make a profit. However, the 
local community, to whom they made 
a number of commitments, are now 
left wondering whether those com¬ 
mitments will be honoured.” 

The decision to build the substa¬ 
tion on a green field site was round¬ 
ly criticised. 

Swale council opposed the applica¬ 
tion, but the decision to refuse per¬ 
mission was overturned by the 
Department of Communities and 
Local Government on appeal. 

Construction on the 45ft-high sub¬ 
station itself has not yet started, but 
there is already a 400kV overhead 
line running through the area.

Terry and Vera were a lovely 
couple and deserve to be remem¬ 
bered, although I don’t think some of 
the kids using the bench give much 
thought to what happened here. 

“It’s very sad. Some of the people 
drinking on the bench buy their 
drinks in Tesco, not here.” 

A spokesman for Swale council said 
benches were outside the licensing 
laws. She said: “If anyone sees people 
misbehaving on the bench they should 
call the police. You can’t license a 
bench under the existing act.”

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QUESTION & ANSWER 





When did you first get the radio bug? 

A I was at Chaucer School, Canterbury and 
went to Invicta for work experience. I 
refused to go home after my placement fin¬ 
ished, so I got a job putting adverts on tape. 

One of the bosses liked what I was doing and 
I found myself on the graveyard shift at 15.1 
had my own show and I was living the dream. 


How did you cope with your nocturnal existence? 


A I was thoroughly enjoying myself and I 
went to Essex radio. I was enjoying the life. 
When I wasn’t presenting on radio I was 
DJing in clubs. 

Q How did the Invicta staff notice your potential in the 
first place? 

A I was sitting in a spare studio for hours on 
end pretending to be a DJ and the boss 
heard one of the tapes. The rest is history. 

Q You went to Liverpool's Radio City 96.7 r the biggest 
commercial station outside London. How did that 
happen? 

A I was only 19 and I was doing the breakfast 
show on Huddersfield FM. The Radio City 
managing director was driving along the M62 
and he heard me. He rang the station and 
asked me to meet him at a motorway service 
area.

PRIMARY school pupils were treated to an 
omelette cooked and served by Kent County 
Council leader Paul Carter for the launch of 
the Isle of Sheppe/s new community chef 
project. 

The scheme, part of KCC’s healthy schools 
initiative, aims to help spread the message 
about the importance of a good diet. 

It was launched at Sheppey Healthy Living 
Centre in Sheemess on Thursday morning. 

Mike Spackman, a chef of 15 years’ experi¬ 
ence, has been appointed to take up the chal¬ 
lenge and says it is about “getting back to 
basics”. 

He said: “There are people who simply can’t 
cook, it’s not about not wanting to, they can’t 
cook. 

“The project will really foster among people 
a confidence to prepare from fresh, good qual¬ 
ity ingredients that don’t need to cost a lot of 
money.” 

Mr Spackman, who studied at Thanet 
College, said one example of a cost-effective 
dish is spring vegetable soup, which he aims to 
introduce to some of the community groups 
across Sheppey. 

“I think soup is sometimes much maligned 
and there are lots of ways of bulking it out, 
getting plenty of veg in there, plenty of flavour, 
and making it look good as well.” 

During the morning children from Rose 
Street Primary School in Sheerness were 
shown how to make easy, healthier breakfast

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Insult now added to injury

BRAIN injury association 
Headway has attacked patient 
care provision after cases of dis¬ 
crimination were revealed. 

A countrywide survey found high levels of 
discrimination and prejudice among the pub¬ 
lic against people with brain injuries, result¬ 
ing in social isolation. 

The survey also exposed poor treatment by 
health and social services. 

Linda Kerley, chief executive officer of 
Headway East Kent, based at Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, was shocked by the 
results. 

She said: “We are appalled that so many 
people with brain injuries are being mistreat¬ 
ed by statuary agencies and are facing preju¬ 
dice by wider society. 

“We hear stories of how our service users 
are often bullied, harassed and ridiculed for 
their disabilities, which is disturbing in a 
sophisticated society like ours.” 

The study explored the feelings of those suf¬ 
fering with brain injuries and looked at how 
they felt they were treated. 

According to the survey, 60 per cent of those 
questioned have experienced discrimination 
from at least one social service and 17 per

cent have been refused support from a social 
services team. 

In 2005 the Government launched the 
National Service Framework for Long Term 
Conditions. It was designed to transform the 
care offered by health and social services to 
those who are living with long-term neurolog¬ 
ical conditions. 


Mrs Kerley said: “The results show that in 
three years very little has been achieved and 
the NSF has to date been a failure.” 

The survey also revealed that almost half of 
all brain injury patients in the UK are haunt¬ 
ed by the stigma attached to their condition, 
and as a result find it hard to tell people 
about their disability. 

The survey was conducted by the Social 
Neuropyschology Research Group at the 
University of Exeter. 

According to Headway, the discrimination 
faced by people with brain injuries is due to a 
lack of understanding. 

She said: “It is called the hidden disability 
as many people with brain injuries will 
appear, on the surface at least, to be perfectly 
healthy and yet they may be struggling with 
the most simple cognitive functions. 

“People with brain injuries are already bat¬ 
tling with everyday life. 

“We ask people to bear this in mind the next 
time they meet someone who seems a bit dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Headway East Kent covers Canterbury, 
Thanet, Ashford, Dover and Folkestone and 
is affiliated to Headway, the brain injury 
association, which is the only UK charity 
dedicated to the care and reintegration 
of those with brain injuries into the commu¬ 
nity.

Shoplifters given the time to kick drugs 


TWO heroin addicts were given 
the chance to clean up their acts 
after a solicitor said it was easier 
getting drugs in prison than out¬ 
side. 

Craig Cook, 31, and Leonard 
Picot, 27, both of the Palmer 
Centre, Station Road East, 
Canterbury, appeared on sepa¬ 
rate shoplifting charges at 
Canterbury Magistrates Court. 

Both had recently been 
released from prison. 

Cook admitted stealing clothes 


worth £69.30 from GAP in 
Canterbury High Street while 
Picot was caught stealing four 
cans of Fosters lager and a Rolo 
doughnut from Tesco. Both were 
arrested on Tuesday and 
appeared in custody the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Addicted 

Will Nelson, defending the 
men, told the same story in each 
case. 

Both men were hopelessly 


addicted to heroin, and drugs 
controlled their lives, he told 
Canterbury magistrates. 

In Cook’s case he said: “He was 
using heroin in prison because 
heroin use is rife. If you send him 
to prison it will be the same 
story.” 

Picot was also suffering from 
mental problems and an obses¬ 
sive compulsive disorder. 

Magistrates decided to adjourn 
both cases for three weeks to see 
if the men are suitable for a drug 


treatment and testing order. 

Speaking to Cook, chairman of 
the bench Mrs Rosemary Hale 
said: “This is your last chance. 

“You are banned from entering 
any retail premises - that 
includes anything from a petrol 
station to a city centre store.” 

In Picot's case she said: ‘You 
have got three weeks to prove 
yourself, here are no second 
chances because you will be back 
in court and off to prison if you 
breach your bail.” 


Watchdog raises 
chlorine concern

CHLORINE is the only cleaning agent that 
kills the superbug Clostridium difficile, but 
concerns have been raised that it is not being 
used effectively enough in hospitals. 

A recent study by John Fletcher, a member 
of a patients’ watchdog, found that 40 per cent 
of cleaning solutions used by East Kent 
Hospitals NHS Trust did not contain enough 
chlorine to destroy C diff spores. 

He said that to be effective chlorine has to be 
used at 1,000 parts per million (ppm). 

The tablets used by the NHS in hospitals 
across Kent, as recommended by Department 
of Health guidelines, are called Chlor Clean 
and are already made at that strength. 

But if the tablets are not dissolved properly 
the solution is too alkaline, or if too much dirt 
comes into contact with the chlorine the 
strength is affected, Mr Fletcher said. 

He took 25 samples from cleaners’ buckets at 
the William Harvey Hospital in Ashford, Kent 
and Canterbury Hospital, and the QEQM 
Hospital in Margate. 

Fifteen had chlorine levels between 900 and 
1,000 ppm, which is optimum C diff killing 
strength, but seven had levels between 500 
and 750 ppm and two had only 250 ppm. One 
sample contained no chlorine. 

The trust’s infection control and prevention 
team accepted that some of the solutions were 
not as affective at killing the superbug as they 
should be. 

A spokeswoman said: “We take this issue 
very seriously and this is evident in our low C 
diff rates. Trust staff work extremely hard at 
resolving this issue and we have one of the 
lowest C diff rates in the country.” 

KOS Media has joined forces with NHS 
trusts across the county to help in the fight 
against healthcare associated infections. 

Through the campaign people are being 
encouraged to wash their hands regularly 
with soap and water whether they are at home 
and work, or in healthcare centres and hospi¬ 
tals.

Infant school scores 
a good report card

MURSTON Infant 
School was celebrating 
this week after achieving 
the second highest cate¬ 
gory in its latest Ofsted 
inspection. 

The report states that the 
Sittingboume school, which 
caters for 134 pupils aged three to 
seven, “provides a good standard 
of education within a very safe, 
caring family atmosphere”. 

The grade two level of “good” 
comes after an inspection last 
month. 

The school scored the same 
grade across all five of the main 
categories: overall effectiveness, 
achievement and standards, per¬ 
sonal development and well¬ 
being, quality of provision, leader¬ 
ship and management. 

The assessors found standards 
in mathematics and writing were 
stronger than reading. 

Pupils’ personal development 
was also noted, with their partici¬ 
pation in school and community 
activities considered as “outstand¬ 
ing”. 

The school is described as a 
“very harmonious community” 
with good and considerate behav¬ 
iour. 

Year two pupils go on to set a 
good example to others and play a 


key role in helping the school mn 
smoothly, preparing them for jun¬ 
ior school. 

Strengths which were high¬ 
lighted include very good relation¬ 
ships, behaviour management 
and planning of tasks that meet a 
wide range of abilities within each 
class. 

A large number of well-trained 
teaching assistants also make a 
significant contribution to learn¬ 
ing and assessments, according to 
the report. 


The curriculum is “interesting, 
exciting and practically based”, 
promoting pupils’ spiritual and 
cultural development and their 
understanding of health and safe¬ 
ty 

Opportunities for outdoor learn¬ 
ing, participation in clubs and 
links with the community are also 
included. 

The headteacher’s determina¬ 
tion and total commitment to the 
pupils is singled out for praise, 
noting that pupils’ needs and 


interests are always at the fore¬ 
front of decision-making and pro¬ 
vide the school with a good capac¬ 
ity for future improvement. 

Areas identified in which the 
school could perform better 
include extending pupils’ speak¬ 
ing skills and their knowledge of 
key vocabulary. 

Head Dorothea Bromley, said: 
“We are delighted with the report 
which reflects the tremendous 
hard work and commitment of all 
of our staff and governors.”

Boris was criticised by the RAC for allowing 
his sons to share the front seat of a sports car he 
was driving, he also told a meeting safety seats 
for children in cars were “utterly demented”.

He added: “Supposing Tower Hamlets or 
parts of Bradford were to become governed by 
religious zealots believing in that system. Are 
we ready for complete autonomy if it means 
sharia law? I believe we should make people 
feel more British first, before encouraging 
more balkanisation and multiculturalism.” 

Boris really does say a lot of what is on people’s 
minds - and let’s hope the Tory spin doctors 
don’t neuter a man who is a national treasure.

THE trials and tribulations 
of growing older are hilari¬ 
ously exposed in Jenny 
Eclair’s live stand-up show. 

Her tour, Because I Forgot To Get A 
Pension, has been extended due to 
high demand for tickets and the 
Grumpy Old Woman will be bringing 
her gripes to Dartford next week. 

Eclair became the first woman to 
win the former Perrier Award - still 
one of only two females to bag the 
prestigious trophy - and so audi¬ 
ences were delighted to see her 
return to stand-up last year after a 
four-year break.

These include 
the critically acclaimed Andy Warhol 
Syndrome, adapted for Radio 4. 

She co-wrote the stage show 
Grumpy Old Women, originating 
from the BBC TV programme, with 
Judith Holder, and it became a sell¬ 
out success. Eclair has also become a 


popular TV personality, appearing on 
shows such as Comic Relief Does 
Fame Academy, Room 101 and It’s 
Grim Up North. 

Alongside her stage, television and 
radio credits, Eclair, 48, is an accom¬ 
plished author. She has published 
three books, beginning with the non¬ 
fiction The Book of Bad Behaviour in 
1994. Six years later her debut novel 
Camberwell Beauty was published, a 
story about the troubles of getting by 
in the city. Centring on down-to- 
earth Anna and her middle class 
neighbours, it has been acclaimed as 
a smart and funny dissection of 
urban living. 

Her second comic novel Having a 
Lovely Time concerns two very differ¬ 
ent families whose holidays to Italy 
bring many emotions to the fore. 

No matter how successful she 
becomes in other fields, Eclair is first 
and foremost a comedian who was 
rated at number 39 in Channel 4’s 
poll of the greatest ever stand-ups.

SUMMER festivals are expensive 
creatures for music fans - despite 
often only containing staple ingre¬ 
dients of mud, wellies and a tent. 

A weekend ticket to one of the established 
musical weekenders tips £100 (not including 
the slap-you-in-the-face £5 booking fee), then 
there’s travel and food and drink costs to think 
about. 

All in all, you’re looking at paying anywhere 
up to £200 to spend three unwashed days liv¬ 
ing and sleeping in a sodden field. 

Which begs the question; is it worth it? The 
answer is, of course, yes. 

Take, for example, the Hop Farm Festival.

THE ship's tannoy crack¬ 
led into life and a sense of 
anticipation filled the 
cabin. It was not yet 8am. 

Clanking anchor chains had sig¬ 
nalled our arrival at a new port. 
Now the reassuring yet authorita¬ 
tive voice of Captain David 
Warden-Owen told us where we 
were, how we got there, what the 
weather was like and what would 
happen next. 

We knew the itinerary across the 
Aegean Sea on our ship, the Spirit 
of Adventure, owned by Saga 
Holidays, but it was comforting to 
have the scene set each day. 

Our route took in seven islands - 
plus the sights of Athens, two fasci¬ 
nating small towns on the main¬ 
land and the unforgettable Corinth 
Canal. 

Carrying just 350 passengers 
Spirit of Adventure is slender 
enough to berth in many small 
ports in the Aegean that are out of 
bounds to bigger 'floating hotels'. 

There's also a choice of free excur¬ 
sions on every shore visit, as well 
as some additional trips, often tak¬ 
ing in a whole day on an island. 

We joined the ship in Istanbul. 


An initial day of gentle cruising 
in the Sea of Marmara and the 
Dardanelles strait took in a view of 
the Gallipoli monument. 

Once into the sparkling Aegean, 
our first stop was Lesbos, the third 
largest of the Greek islands, only a 
few miles off the Turkish mainland 
and is unspoilt by mass tourism. 

We berthed in Mytilene, a 
bustling coastal town with old 


mansions and cobbled streets. 

On Rhodes, one the sunniest 
places in Europe with an average 
300 days of sunshine a year, a 
walking tour through the historic 
Old Town, with its twisting alley- 
ways and mix of Byzantine, 
Turkish and Latin architecture, 
took us to a host of ruins including 
the must-see Palace of the Grand 
Masters, built by the Knights of St 


John in the 14th century. 

Next came Crete, largest island 
in Greece, where the ship berthed 
in the busy capital of Heraklion 
(named after Hercules), handily 
placed for a trip to the ruined 
Palace of Knossos, built by the 
Minoans in around 1900BC. 

A stop in the lovely Aegean sea¬ 
side town of Nauplion, the first cap¬ 
ital of Greece after independence, 
was followed by a day in Athens 
where we ticked off all the sights, 
including the stunning Acropolis. 

Then it was on to Santorini 
where a volcanic eruption in 1650 
BC, culminated in one of the 
biggest explosions in the history 
of the planet, causing the centre 
of the island to collapse into a 
massive crater that was filled by 
the sea. 

Spirit of Adventure was towed by 
tugs through the Corinth Canal, 
the four-mile waterway which was 
scoured through the isthmus Unk¬ 
ing the Peleponnese peninsula to 
the rest of the Greek mainland. 

Only three metres separated the 
ship from the vertical cliffs that 
form the sides of the canal as our 
captain described how a previous 
British cruise ship emerged badly 
damaged after scraping the sides. 

Needless to say, we emerged 
intact, exhilarated, and flushed 
with our own Spirit of Adventure.

Ashton hits the comedy 
jackpot in Vegas caper

IT’S refreshing to find that an 
actor who has you in stitches on 
screen is equally entertaining in 
person - and Ashton Kutcher is 
certainly good company 

The 30-year-old Dude, Where’s My Car? star 
is back on fine comedy form in What Happens 
In Vegas, alongside the ever-bubbly Cameron 
Diaz, and in jovial mood when we meet. 

“I had wanted to work with Cameron before, 
she just wouldn’t work with me,” he says, jok¬ 
ing. “I don’t know if she will again!” 

Dressed in a white shirt and tie, with a navy 
cricket jumper, the handsome actor remem¬ 
bers the slightly awkward first time he met his 
co-star.

He says. “I’ve never met a person who’s so up 
for everything.

And being 
around her just makes your life better. She’s 
one of those people.” 

Ashton was bom in Iowa and his parents 
divorced when he was 13. He attended the 
University of Iowa, where he was spotted by a 
model talent scout and in 1997 was signed to 
an agency in New York. 

He landed a role in TV sit-com That 70s 
Show the following year, which launched his 
showbiz career and opened the way to comic 
film roles. 

He started producing, and presenting, TV 
shows such as MTVs Punk’d through his 
company Katalyst Films and in 2005, 
married actress Demi Moore, who is 15 years 
his senior.

First-timers take 
risky loans to get 
deposit for home 

A NUMBER of first-time buyers are 
using unsecured loans and credit card 
debt to finance a house purchase 
deposit, according to a recent survey. 

New research from IAmMoving.com 
finds three in ten first-time buyers used 
such method to raise the necessary cash. 

However, a farther 42 per cent of those 
who are in the process of buying, or have 
just bought, are taking the safest option 
of using savings to pay the deposit. 

The IAmMoving survey found 13 per 
cent of first-time buyers were taking out 
an unsecured loan or credit card debt to 
raise the deposit, which is likely to be 
around £10,000 to £20,000. 

Meanwhile, a further 17 per cent were 
borrowing from friends or family. 

The survey also finds, although 100 
per cent mortgages have been with¬ 
drawn by all lenders, seven per cent of 
first-time buyers going through the 
process already had such a deal in place.

We need to build 
more in towns 
claims federation 

PLANNING rules should be amended so 
that every town can have new building 
taking place, according to the Federation 
of Master Builders. 

The group’s director Brian Berry said 
he felt this would be the best way to 
ensure the need for new homes was met. 

The federation has stated its opposi¬ 
tion to the creation of new “eco-towns”, 
claiming such developments will not 
prove sufficient to cope with the expand¬ 
ing population of the UK 

Mr Berry said: “What we need is high 
quality housing in every village and 
town, and that is much more sustainable 
than building new settlements that are 
deemed to be eco-towns.” 

The federation has questioned 
whether eco-towns are sufficient to meet 
the Government’s demands for develop¬ 
ment in housing and Mr Berry called 
them “unsuitable” and “unsustainable”.

The Changing UK Household 
Market report was compiled in 
liaison with think-tank Centre of 
Future. 

It also projected a decrease in 
the numbers of people living as 
part of a traditional family unit 
with 2.4 children. 


The percentage increase in one- 
person homes means property 
developers will have to adapt to 
the changing household make-up. 

More than 200,000 extra new 
properties are needed each year 
to 2026 to cope with the influx of 
“living loners”. 

This demand could be fulfilled 
by building or conversions such as 
city-centre loft living. 

Stephen Leonard, director of 
mortgages at Alliance & 
Leicester, said: “Our Changing 
UK Household Market report 
shows the demand for housing 


will increase over the next 20 
years. 

“Interestingly, the pressure will 
come from the changing make-up 
of households, as we see more 
people living on their own and the 
concept of the traditional family 
home steadily being eroded. 

“We can expect to see an 
increase in flats and converted 
houses in the future due to the 
rise in the one person household, 
as understandably, people living 
on their own will be less likely to 
splash out on a larger property.”

at lower speeds and under acceleration, but 
does not disgrace itself in the Agila and there 
is also a 73bhp 1.3 turbodiesel, but this is 
not expected to take more than six per cent of 
sales. 

The best all-rounder though is our test car 
here, the four-cylinder 84bhp 1.2 petrol, 
expected to be the top seller too with a 56 per 
cent sales slice. 

All three engines are frugal with low emis¬ 
sions though, qualifying for £35/year band-B 
road tax and low insurance, with even entry- 
level Expression trim being reasonable. 

Comfort levels are good with a well arranged 
and roomy interior, finished in durable and 
stylish colours and fabrics - Vauxhall is partic¬ 
ularly pleased with the ‘Moroccan Blue’ 
palette not available on the rival Splash. 

The car feels good on-road, being grippy 
and well-sprung enough to cope with the 
numbers and loads that its cabin should be 
able to hold. 

I think we can rule out seeing a racy VXR 
version later on, but the driving experience is 
still fight years ahead of its predecessor.

All three are unconventional 
looking - although earlier generation Primeras are fairly ordinary - roomy and affordable. True, none will polish your street cred, but 
they will at least show that you think 'outside the box' - indeed, the distinctive Seat is almost a box anyway. But you don't get 'owt for 
nought' so all three have drawbacks that explain their low prices on the used car market... so take heed. 


SEAT TOLEDO 



SEAT'S latest Toledo is radically different from its predecessor, but 
neither costs much as a used buy. The 1999-2005 saloon spin-off 
from the VW Golf-based Leon hatchback was good, but booted cars 
in the Golf/Focus sector are unpopular with UK buyers. So Seat 
pitched the next Toledo into the growing MPV sector... but kept 
the boot, so the styling is not to everyone's taste. The diesel engine 
options and driving experience are tempting though.

Beware-life is only 
going to get longer 

HALF of people in the South East say 
they were only expecting to live to the 
same age as their parents’ generation 
while over one in ten even expected to 
have a shorter life-span, according to 
Life Trust insurance company. 

It is concerned they are not aware they 
are likely to live far longer than their 
parents’ generation and should be 
preparing to finance this. 

A man aged 40 today has a higher 
than one in three chance of living to 90, 
and a four per cent chance of living to 
100, while a woman aged 40 today has a 
one in two chance of living to 90, and a 
one in 10 chance of living to 100. There 
are 39,700 people in the South East aged 
90 or above. 

Touch and go as FI 
team plane flies in 

FORMULA One motor racing bosses 
have become the latest clients to take 
advantage of business training facilities 
at London Ashford Airport, Lydd. 

The pilot and crew of a Dassault 
Falcon 7X business jet, owned and oper¬ 
ated by the Formula One Management 
team, touched down at the Romney 
Marsh airport last week and carried out 
‘touch and go’ flight training. 

The executive jet is the largest to use 
LAA’s training facilities since 1991, and 
is one of what LAA says is a rapidly 
growing number of aircraft using the air¬ 
port to put pilots and crew through their 
paces. Recently, a Dutch-based airline 
spent several horns at Lydd carrying out 
training. 

Take action online 

TWO out of every five businesses in the 
South East think they can only devote an 
hour a week or less to taking action on 
environmental issues, says Envirowise. 

To help, it has launched an online tool 
- the Envirowise Publications Wizard - 
to search for information on sustainabil¬ 
ity quickly and efficiently. There are 620 
publications on its website. Contact 
www.envirowise.gov.uk/publications 


BUSINESSES are being advised 
by the Environment Agency to 
take some simple steps to prepare 
for flooding. 

The call comes against a background of cli¬ 
mate change likely to increase the risk of 
extreme weather events and floods. 

It says small businesses are more at risk 
from flooding than fire - and the effects can 
be 30 times as costly as burglary - yet many 
businesses still do not have any measures in 
place to protect property or staff. 

Last summer, nearly 7,000 businesses in 
other parts of the country flooded, with the 
total damage estimated at around £1.3 bil¬ 
lion - but many had never flooded before. 

The first step businesses should take is to 
find out whether their premises are in an 
area at risk of river or coastal flooding by 
using the Environment Agency’s free online 
postcode checker. 

Those who are at risk can register for the 
free Floodline Warnings Direct service that 
provides flood warnings by telephone, 
mobile, e-mail, fax or pager. 

The Agency also encourages all businesses 
to use its template to develop a flood plan, as 
those not at risk of river or coastal flooding 


can still be affected by surface water flooding. 

Questions businesses should ask them¬ 
selves include: Does my insurance policy 
cover all types of flooding? Are our staff 
familiar with flood safety procedures? Do we 
all know how to shut off gas, electric and 
water supplies? Can we store valuable equip¬ 
ment and stock above flood level? 

If you know you’re in a flood prone zone 
there are some direct steps you can take: 
Have a portable radio, with spare batteries; 
set out your car parking areas so cars and 
other vehicles can be moved fast; keep impor¬ 
tant paperwork, valuables, and computers on 
upper floors; have sandbags or flood boards 
ready to put in place (but make sure your 
property is ventilated). 

Also, be ready to turn off immediately gas 
and electricity, and unplug and carry 
upstairs moveable electrical items. Perhaps 
it might be going too far, but if you know you 
could be in for a possible flooding session 
keeping nearby a bag with “overnight” items 
might be worthwhile - you could be evacuat¬ 
ed to an emergency centre (remember many 
people were completely caught unawares by 
the suddenness of last year’s floods).

Shakey left dejected 
despite Brands win

A PREMATURE end to the second 
race denied Shane Byrne a double 
win at his home track of Brands 
Hatch at the weekend. 

The Sheppey racer was on pole after record¬ 
ing the fastest qualifying time at the Kent cir¬ 
cuit when the opening round of the British 
Superbike Championship was cancelled due to 
heavy snow in April. 

Weather conditions could not have been 
more different though at the weekend with 
soaring temperatures. 

In the first race, Byrne moved up to second 
at the half way point, but two corners later a 
mistake from the 32-year-old saw him move 
back down to third. 

At the second time of asking, Byrne made 
his move and shot past Tom Sykes for second 
place with another fastest lap on the 14th. 

With five laps remaining, Shakey focused 
his sights on Crutchlow and closed the gap 
down to just three tenths of a second. 

It didn’t take long for Byrne to pass the 
Honda rider, as he completed the move at 
Surtees on lap 16 with just four laps to go 
before the chequered flag. 

Byrne crossed the line in the first spot for his 
fourth win of the season and his third in a row. 

In the second race he didn’t have it all his 
own way. He once again had a slow get away 
from the start and was eighth by the end of the 


first lap, a full two seconds behind race leader 
Leon Haslam. 

With six laps to go the safety car came out 
after a high speed accident involving Malcolm 
Ashley. However, just before the incident, 
Byrne managed to secure second place with a 
move past Sykes at Surtees. 

Racing resumed on lap 18 but was soon red 
flagged as Sykes suffered a stunning engine 


failure, leaving Byrne second. 

He said: “Disappointment is an understate¬ 
ment to be honest. Coming second in the sec¬ 
ond race feels like a bad result now, the pack¬ 
age around me is so good, I want to win every 
race. Whilst winning all the races is a little bit 
unrealistic, it is something to set your heart 
on. If we had the full race duration in the sec¬ 
ond, we could have come away with two wins.”

New signing, Orpington-based 
Barry Burchatt, is yet to appear 
for the Old Ferry Road side this 
term, so it’s to Hart and their 
skipper Dean Felton that the 
Crusaders look for inspiration. 

Felton top scored with 13, 
including a sensational last bend 
manoeuvre to pip Sussex starlet 
Rob Smith on the line in heat 
one. Two moments of misfortune 
ultimately did for the home side. 
Harland Cook was stopped in his 
pursuit of Cottham by Smith’s 
dying bike in heat eight and Hart 
was denied a certain three points 
in the penultimate heat, when 
his primary chain snapped and 
whipped his machine literally 
away from beneath him. 

Next up for the Crusaders is a 
Conference League home match 
against Redcar on May 25. 


RACER James Dixon is hoping 
to build on a fourth place result 
at Rockingham in the BARC 
Formula Renault Championship. 

The 18-year-old from 
Stockbury finished fifth in both 
qualifying heats after missing 
out by just one tenth of a second. 

He said: “It was an incredibly 
close qualifying session. 

“I know I had the speed to get 
that extra tenth, but there was so 
much traffic it was hard to string 
a really good lap together and I 
missed out by the smallest of 
margins. 

“I was happy with my pace 
though. 

“I’ve learnt a lot about the car 
since Brands Hatch and it 
showed as soon as I hit the 
track.” 

In the first race, Dixon man¬ 
aged to move up a place to fourth, 
but couldn’t overtake the driver 
in third. 

In the second race he was 
unable to mount a charge in wet 
greasy conditions and finished in 
eighth place. 

He added: “The drivers ahead 
of me have got two or more years 
of car racing experience already,

Battling Spitfires 
are back on form 

KENT won twice inside a week to finally 
show their promise in both facets of the 
game. 

The Spitfires thrashed Sussex by nine 
wickets at the St Lawrence Ground on 
Sunday to remain on course for a quarter¬ 
final berth in the Friends Provident Trophy. 

Kent reached their target of 219 with 47 
balls to spare, as acting skipper Martin van 
Jaarsveld scored his second century of the 
one-day competition with an unbeaten 109, 
ably supported by Joe Denly who scored his 
first half century of the campaign with 83 
not out. 

The pair put on a stand of 174 as Kent 
scored 219-1, having lost opener Matt 
Walker for 22. The Sussex Sharks used 
eight bowlers in an effort to restrict the 
Spitfires, but were unable to make any 
inroads without inspirational leg-spinner, 
Mushtaq Ahmed. 

Kent were without captain Rob Key who 
was away on England Lions duty, but 
Sussex suffered perhaps more so, as they 
were without all-rounder Luke Wright and 
wicketkeeper Matt Prior. 

The Spitfires reduced the Sharks to 218 
for nine from the 50 overs, with the wickets 
being shared by Yasir Arafat (2-31), James 
Tredwell (2-33) and Simon Cook (3-41). 

Kent won their first county championship 
game of the season with a three wicket vic¬ 
tory over Nottinghamshire last week. They 
picked up 18 points for the win to move 
them up to fourth in the championship. 

A partnership of 71 between Arafat and 
Ryan McLaren steered Kent to victory, 
despite England strike bowler, Ryan 
Sidebottom’s best efforts. He claimed the 
wickets of van Jaarsveld (63) and Geraint 
Jones (0) in the space of two balls to leave 
Kent still 85 short of victory with only four 
wickets remaining. 

McLaren recorded figures of 6-75 in the 
Nottinghamshire’s second innings to add to 
his highest score of 57 in Kent’s first 
innings total of 202. 

Kent return to action on Friday night 
away to the Essex Eagles.
